The American army Lhat vwas availnble
for defenes of the city was 3200 men,
with seventeen places of artillery. On

the morning of the 24th varions reports
were brought to tha United Stales liead-
quarters of the movements and Inten-
tlons of the British. Fioally they made
thalr appearance and, although they were

mal with stubborn resislance, the raw
American tmops were nol able to re-
wizL the seasoned Britlsh soldiars, and

the Amerlcans were compelled to retreat
at every polnl Finatly the mritish had
n clear fisld and marched triumphantly
into Washington and bhegan =o carry out
the threat of the commanding invpder—
“1 will make a cow pasture of these Yan-
e capital grounds.™

The Britigh, after they had received
the ecapitulation of the city. started to
get fire to i, burning the capitol, the
president’s house and athey pubire
bulldines. An English narrator who was
present tells 1the story in the following
descriptive w; “The bldzing of houses,
ships and stores, the report of exploding
muagazineg and the crangh of (alling roofs
was one of the finest sights tn be eon-
eaived The sky was brilllantly Hluml-
nated by the conflagmtion I'he s#cene
wax striking and sublime as the bhurn-
Ing of Si. Sebastian's, Towards morn-
ing a violent storm of raln, accompanled
with thunder and lightning ecame on,
whose flashes seamed to vie 1 brilliancy
with the flames which burst from the
roofs of burning houses, while tha thun-
der drowned the noise of falling walls
and was only Interrupted by the occa-
sgional roar of eannon and of large depots
aof gunpowder as they exploded ono by
one."

On account of Washington being the
seal of governmenl of the American re-
publie, {ts capture occasionad great eciat
on the part of the Britisn and much
chagrin and Indienatlon throughout the
[Inited States—indeed, the whole civilized
world exclaimed against the act as a
folntion of the rules of modern war-
fare. So overwhelming was mno effact
npon the people of the Unlted States
of the wanton burninz and plunder of
thelr capital thal party spiril instaptly
vanizhed nd with it tha
which almozt paralvzed the
ment and the whola country wa
tion.. It was not long, howaver, after the
hurning of Washington that the roWus
